It will be recalled that Dr. McIntosh de­ 
clared that in case of a war, which in his judg­ 
ment was contrary to the w ill of God, he could 
not bear arms- He was denied citizenship . The 
case was ap p ealed to the United State* Su­ 
p reme Court 
The majority up held the lower 
court, four judges, however, disagreeing, in­ 
cluding Chief Justice Charles E. Hughes. 
Thi* decision has been a tremendous chal­ 
lenge to a great number of p eop le, and its im­ 
p lications are so serious that it has become of 
far greater imp ortance than anything can p os­ 
sibly be that only attaches to a single p erson­ 
ality, The claim for the re-hearing is rot only 
that of the rights of Dr. McIntosh as a single 
individual, but it involves all aliens who are 
ap p lying for citizenship . 
As Justice Hughes 
p oints out, it also involves those who are tak­ 
ing the oath of p ublic office, which is p racti­ 
cally the same oath as that req uired by natur­ 
alized citizens. 
Just a few days ago, the absurdity of the 
law waa made manifest when a man, first 
declaring that he would have his conscience dic­ 
tate as to whether he would engage in war, 
finding that he was up against the decisions of 
the court, reversed himself, and said that he 
would let Congress or someone else decide for 
him, and, he would go to war regardless of his 
conscience. But then the court doubted his sin­ 
cerity*, and refused to grant his p ap ers, p ost­ 
p oning them at least a year. 
He is ap p ealing 
the case. 
The p resent United States Sup reme Court 
ruling in the McIntosh case absolutely bars 
Quakers from citizenship , unless the Quaker, 
as is p ointed out, announces the abandonment 
of the most distinct p art of his faith. 
The 
Quakers have been, through the years, an im­ 
p ortant p art of the "body p olitic.” 
They have been p rominent in every crisis, 
and have contributed their share to our official 
life. Now*, as is p ointed out, no sincere Quak­ 
er or Mennonite may take either the naturali­ 
zation oath or the oath of office without either 
mental reservations or deliberately sacrificing 
all lus religious scrup les. 
Those who op p osed the granting of citizen­ 
ship p ap er* to McIntosh insisted that he was 
asking for a sp ecial bargain to be made with 
him. 
But es this p etition p oints out, this is 
so far from being true, that what they are de­ 
manding of the ap p licant, is that he shall make 
in advance concessions in regard to the abdica­ 
tion of his conscience that are req uired of no 
native born citizen. 
W t have a great deal of resp ect for our 
American 
institutions, 
but 
they 
have 
not 
reached that degree of p erfection that we are 
willing to accep t the act of Congress as the 
will of God. We w*ould emp hasize that Amer­ 
ica, with other nations agreed in the Kellogg- 
Briand Peace Pacti 
"The High Contracting 
Parties solemnly declare in the names of their 
resp ective p eop les that they condemn recourse 
to w*ar for the solution of international con­ 
troversies, and renounce it as an instrument of 
national p olicy in their relations with one an­ 
other.” 
We are Indulging the hop e that when our 
country* signed this p act with others, it was 
as sincere and honest as it exp ects men to be 
who are ap p lying for citizenship in the United 
States. 


iness men have to p ay for abnormal p rosp erity 
and for p lanlessncss in p roduction. 
There i* nothing so necessary for business as 
a stable p rice level. 
Such ri*es in p rices as 
followed immediately after the war and dur­ 
ing the boom p eriod in 1929 are dangerous 
to the business structure. 
A business structure 
so reared is bound to come tumbling down as 
the p resent deflation in p rices tragically re­ 
veals. 
In the meantime, those who have held 
on to jobs and have a reasonable income are 
the beneficiaries of this p lanless commercial 
system. 


CURES FOR STAMMERING 


There is nothing so awkward for a p erson 
as the stuttering habit 
Otherwise bright and 
alert men and women are made to ap p ear stup ­ 
id by a habit which w*e are now told can be 
easily overcome. 
Dr. Smiley Blanton, in the 
Mental Hygiene Journal, discusses the w*hole 
malady w*hich has been so great an embarrass­ 
ment to countless numbers of p eop le. 
Dr. j 
Blanton found that a certain college student 
never stuttered in his father’s store or with his 
comp anions, but always when reciting in his 
college classes. A girl of 16 stuttered only in 
the class of an unp leasant teacher. 
A busi­ 
ness man stuttered only over the telep hone. We 
know that many stutterers never have the im­ 
p ediment w*hen they sing or when they whisp er. 
Dr, Blanton suggests that the method of 
dealing with the stutterer has been altogether 
wrong. Better to tell the victim of this malady 
to stutter all he can than to tell him to sp eak 
more slowly. 
Never ask him to rep eat a sen­ 
tence which has caused him to stutter. 
Tell 
him to whisp er or sing. Dr. Blanton feels that 
consciousness of the malady is largely resp ons­ 
ible for the habit, and that every stutterer can 
be cured. 
This will come as good news to many who 
have been afflicted in this manner. A habit is 
hard to break, but it can be broken. 
When it 
w*as thought 
generally that 
stuttering 
was 
caused by some p hysical affection of the throat 
or the vocal chords, the victims bore with it 
as one of those unfortunate visitations which 
they have had to endure for their natural lives. 
This is no longer necessary.
